For  inquire  I  pray  thee  of  the  former  age  and  prepare 
thyself  to  the  search  of  their  fathers.  (Job  \  111:8) 

Feeling  that  this  pamphlet  will  he  used  as  authority  for 
the  facts  stated,  I  have  aimed  at  great  accuracy ;  never¬ 
theless,  errors  will  doubtless  he  found.  Some  perhaps  of 
the  pen  or  the  type,  but  more  from  the  wrong  information 
communicated  to  me.  While  all  have  been  requested  to 
give  accurate  dates  and  write  names  so  plain  that  they  will 
not  be  mistaken,  it  has  not  always  been  done.  I  have  found 
that  when  persons  who  rely  on  their  memory  for  dates 
of  births,  marriages,  etc.,  they  have  frequently  been  wrong. 
The  memory  is  not  sufficient  for  such  statements.  Errors 
arising  from  that  cause  will  no  doubt  he  found,  for  I  have, 
in  some  instances,  corrected  the  memory  by  record  evi¬ 
dence.  In  compiling  this  work  I  have,  as  far  as  practical, 
used  the  language  of  others,  including  records,  obituaries, 
etc. 

The  orthography  of  proper  names  being  entirely  arbi: 
trary  and  every  person  having  the  undoubted  right  to  spell 
the  names  of  their  children  as  they  please.  I  have  made  it 
a  rule  to  follow  the  copy  that  had  been  furnished  me,  al¬ 
though  that  has  led  to  different  ways  of  spelling  the  same 
name.  If  I  have  spelled  any  names  wrong,  the  blame  must 
be  laid  to  the  one  who  furnished  such  spelling.  Time  has 
worked  great  changes  with  names  as  with  other  things. 
By  the  custom  of  society,  Sally  has  been  changed  to  Sarah, 
Mollie  to  Mary,  Susanah  to  Susan,  Caroline  to  Carrie, 
Elizabeth  to  Lizzie,  Jeremiah  to  Jerry,  etc.  A  very  large 
percent  of  the  descendants  of  our  early  English  ancestor 
have  been  and  are  now  farmers  and  mechanics.  Hence, 
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they  have  been  persons  of  good  morals  and  reputation. 
Benevolence  and  veneration  seems  to  he  prominent  in  the 
physical  organization  of  the  family,  hence  we  find  the  re¬ 
ligious  sentiment  extensively  prevailing  among  them.  I 
have  found  but  few  who  have  been  very  remarkable  for 
the  genius  of  their  talent  and  few  who,  according  to  com¬ 
mon  remarks  of  the  world,  are  very  wealthy.  On  the 
other  hand,  I  have  never  found  among  them  a  single 
pauper,  or  a  person  of  adult  age  that  could  not  read  and 
write.  My  letters  have  generally  been  promptly  answered.

HISTORICAL 


Elisha  Williams  came  to  Fulton  County,  Ohio,  in  1836 
and  settled  in  Clinton  township  and  raised  a  large  family. 

The  first  family  reunion  of  his  descendants,  the  most 
of  whom  still  live  in  northern  Ohio,  was  held  in  the  Fulton 
County  Fair  Grounds  in  August  1931,  and  there  organized 
an  association  to  he  known  as  The  Elisha  IVilliams  V'amily 
Reunion. 

Officers  were  elected  and  arrangements  made  to  hold 
an  annual  meeting.  At  the  seventh  annual  meeting  held 
at  Wauseon,  Ohio,  in  1937,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  the  name 
of  the  association  was  changed  to  The  Jeremiah  IVilliams 
Family  Reunion,  so  as  to  include  other  branches  of  the 
Williams  family,  some  members  of  which  had  been  at¬ 
tending  the  annual  reunions. 

John  Williams,  our  original  ancestor  of  the  Williams 
family  in  America,  came  from  England  and  settled  in 
Anne  Arundal  County,  Maryland,  and  died  before  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

When  a  young  man  he  married  a  widow  by  the  name  of 
Pierce,  whose  maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Cheny.  She 
was  born  in  1717  and  died  in  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  in 
1813.  They  had  three  sons — John,  Jeremiah,  and  Isaiah. 

John,  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Williams,  married 
Margaret  Cook  in  1779.  He  died  in  Delaware  County, 
Ohio,  April  16,  1814.  They  were  the  parents  of  ten 
children,  viz:  Thomas,  born  1780;  Matilda,  born  1782: 
William,  born  1784;  Sarah,  born  1786;  Martha,  horn  1788; 
Elizabeth,  horn  1790;  Margaret,  born  1793;  James,  born 
1 795  j.  Nancy,  born  1801;  Mary,  born  1805. 

Jeremiah,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Williams,  was  born 
in  Anne  Arundal  County,  Maryland,  December  13.  1759. 
On  December  16,  1784.  he  married  Mary  Gather  at 
Annapolis,  Maryland.  They  moved  to  Huntington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  about  1787,  where  Reuben  was  horn  Novem- 
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ber  15,  1793;  Elisha,  July  22,  1795;  Susanah,  December 
11,  1796;  and  Elizabeth,  February  21,  1798.  The  family 
then  removed  to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  where 
Mary  was  born  January  9,  1800.  About  1801  he  moved 
to  Fairfield  County,  Ohio,  where  Eli  was  born  May  4, 
1803,  and  Jeremiah,  Jr.,  July  18,  1806. 

He  enlisted  and  served  three  years  (  1777-1780)  as  a 
private  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  was  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  at  its  close.  Authority,  Maryland  Archives, 
Vol.  18,  page  176,  also  the  monument  at  his  grave  in  an 
almost  abandoned  cemetery  near  a  former  country  church 
in  Adams  township,  Seneca  County,  Ohio.  He  was  in  the 
war  of  1812  and  was  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Meigs.  He 
moved  his  family  to  Seneca  County,  Ohio  in  November 
1821,  and  settled  on  a  farm  in  Edon  township.  In  1832 
he  removed  to  a  farm  in  Adams  township  and  died  there 
August  24,  1842. 

Isaiah,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Williams.  (I  have 
no  further  record.) 


Elisha  Williams 

Elisha,  son  of  Jeremiah  and  Mary  Williams,  was  born 
in  Huntington  County,  Pennsylvania,  July  22,  1795,  'and 
on  February  21,  1816,  he  married  Hanna  Harrison,  a 
niece  of  Wm.  Henry  Harrison  and  a  granddaughter  of 
William  Franklin  Williams,  a  signer  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  They  were  the  parents  of  fourteen 
children,  viz:  Louisa,  born  January  31,  1817,  died  in  in¬ 
fancy;  Effie,  bom  January  28,  1818,  died  at  the  age  of 
17  years;  Lucinda,  bom  March  29,  1819,  died  near 
Wauseon,  Ohio  at  76  years  of  age;  John  Harrison, 
born  August  19,  1820,  at  Sidney,  Ohio,  died  July  8,  1903, 
near  Wauseon,  Ohio;  Jeremiah  McLain,  born  April  25, 
1822,  died  near  Wauseon,  Ohio,  at  72  years  of  age; 
Lemuel  Burton,  born  January  24,  1824,  died  April  20, 
1905;  Thomas  Ruckman,  born  September  16,  1826,  died 
April  27,  1918;  Simeon  Bolivar,  born  August  16,  1827, 
died  in  infancy;  William  F.,  born  May  10,  1829,  died  near 
Wauseon,  Ohio;  Laura  Ann,  born  October  4,  1831,  died 
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May  6,  1880;  Horace  Bingham,  born  July  13,  1833,  died 
October  30,  1853;  Charles  Gustavus,  born  October  12, 
1836;  Henry  Clay,  born  July  4,  1840,  died  in  battle; 
Edward  Tiffin,  born  April  5,  1842,  died  October  2,  1923. 

Elisha  Williams,  with  his  son  John,  built  a*  cabin  in 
Clinton  township,  Fulton  County,  Ohio,  in  the  fall  of 
1835  and  moved  to  it  in  the  spring  of  1836.  He  was  a 
farmer,  carpenter,  cabinet  maker,  undertaker,  a  Mason, 
and  a  Campbellite. 

In  1854  he  moved  to  Bloomfield,  Green  County,  In¬ 
diana  on  a  canal  boat  and  bought  a  farm  about  one  mile 
from  town. 
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His  son  Horace  went  with  him  to  Indiana  and  married 
Miss  Ann  Milam.  They  had  one  child,  Sarah  Hannah, 
who  is  still  living  at  Bloomfield  (  1931 ).  His  son  Horace 
died  October  30,  1856,  his  wife  Hannah  died  December 
29,  I860,  and  he  died  September  21,  1863.  The  three  are 
buried  there  in  a  well  kept  cemetery. 

His  father,  Jeremiah,  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and 
in  the  War  of  1812.  His  brother  Reuben  was  in  the  War 
of  1812  and  attained  to  the  rank  of  sergeant.  His  son. 
Wm.  F.,  was  captain  of  Company  D,  68th  Ohio  Regiment. 
His  son,  Edward  T..  was  sergeant  of  Company  E.  59th 
Indiana  Regiment.  1  f is  nephew,  Reuben,  son  of  his 
brother  Reuben,  was  General  of  the  12th  Indiana  Regi- 
ment. 
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His  daughter,  Lucinda,  was  the  first  white  woman  mar¬ 
ried  in  Clinton  township,  Fulton  Countv,  Ohio,  January 
7,  1838. 

His  son,  Charles  Gustavus,  was  the  first  white  child  horn 
in  Clinton  township,  Fulton  Countv,  Ohio,  October  12, 
1836. 

The  first  school  in  Clinton  township,  Fulton  County, 
Ohio,  was  taught  by  Erastus  Brigs  in  a  cabin  built  by 
Elisha  Williams. 

The  Campbellite  church  in  this  part  of  the  country  was 
organized  in  1836  in  the  cabin  of  Elisha  Williams  near 
Wauseon,  Ohio. 

On  the  first  Monday  in  April  1838.  at  the  first  election 
held  in  Clinton  township,  Fulton  County,  Ohio,  Elisha 
Williams  was  elected  Justice  of  the  Peace;  fifteen  votes 
were  poled.

General  Reuben  Williams 

Company  E,  12th  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers. 

Born  at  Tiff  on,  Ohio,  August  16,  1831,  died  at  Warsaw, 
Indiana  January  15,  1905,  age  73  years  and  five  months. 

This  sketch  of  General  Williams  was  published  in  “The 
Encyclopedia  of  Biography  of  Indiana,”  issued  by  the 
Century  Company  of  Chicago  in  the  year  1895. 

One  of  the  best  known  men  of  northern  Indiana  today 
is  General  Reub  Williams,  of  Warsaw,  editor  of  two  news¬ 
papers.  He  has  been  a  resident  of  the  place  for  half  a 
century  and  rendered  as  valuable  service  to  the  community 

j  m  J 

as  any  of  its  citizens.  General  Williams  sprang  from 
a  patriotic  stock.  His  grandfather,  Jeremiah  Williams, 
served  with  a  credit  in  the  volunteer  forces  of  Maryland 
as  a  member  of  the  Continental  Army,  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tion.  His  father,  Reuben  Williams,  was  a  soldier  in  the 
War  of  1812,  attained  the  rank  of  sergeant,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  guard  in  charge  of  the  British  prisoners 
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taken  by  Commodore  Perry  on  Lake  Erie,  in  their  march 
from  the  lake  shore  through  Ohio  to  Chilicothe,  then  the 
State  Capitol.  He  himself  maintained  the  family  standard 
of  patriotism  by  honorable  and  distinguished  service  in 
the  Union  army  during  the  Rebellion.  He  was  born  in 
1831,  in  Tiffon,  Ohio,  where  his  father  had  settled  imme¬ 
diately  after  the  second  war  with  England.  The  first 
twelve  years  of  his  life  were  passed  in  his  native  place 
and  he  came  to  Warsaw  with  his  father’s  family  in  1845. 

Associating  himself  with  G.  W.  Fairbrother,  he  began 
the  publication  of  The  Northern  Indianian  in  1856.  The 
paper  was  aggressive  and  vigorous  from  the  beginning. 

Upon  the  fall  of  Fort  Sumter  he  published  a  call  for 
volunteers,  and  five  days  later  the  first  military  company 
was  organized  in  the  county,  with  him  as  second  lieu¬ 
tenant.  The  company  was  assigned  to  the  Twelfth  Regi¬ 
ment,  Indiana  Volunteers.  After  the  first  battle  of  Bull 
Run,  it  joined  the  command  of  General  Banks  at  Harper's 
Ferry,  and  Lieutenant  Williams  was  promoted  bv  unani¬ 
mous  vote  to  the  captaincy  of  the  company.  On  December 
11,  1861,  Captain  Williams,  while  making  a  reconnois- 
sance,  was  captured  by  a  Confederate  force  under  “Stone¬ 
wall”  Jackson,  and  confined  in  Libby  prison  until  the 
following  March  before  being  exchanged.  Upon  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  regiment  in  August,  1862,  Captain 
Williams  was  commissioned  lieutenant-colonel,  and  after 
the  battle  of  Richmond  was  promoted  and  commissioned 
its  colonel.  After  the  surrender  of  Atlanta  and  when 
home  on  leave,  he  was  detailed  as  a  member  of  the  military 
commission  appointed  to  try  Bowles.  Miligan,  Horsey  and 
other  noted  leaders  of  the  Knights  of  the  Golden  Circle, 
for  conspiracy  and  treason. 

The  appointment  of  brigadier-general  was  conferred  by 
the  President  in  Washington  and  his  commission  delivered 
to  him  by  General  Logan.  He  was  connected  with  the 
important  operations  and  engagements  of  the  armies  of 
the  southwest,  including  the  siege  of  Vicksburg,  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  Kenesaw  Mountain,  Mission  Ridge,  Atlanta, 
Jonesborough,  Bentonville  and  scores  of  skirmishes.  In 
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1881  he  began  the  publication  of  The  Daily  Times  at 
Warsaw.  In  1866  and  again  in  1870  he  was  elected  clerk 
of  the  court  of  Kosciusko  County,  serving  for  eight  years. 
Afterwards  for  the  space  of  seven  months  he  held  the 
position  of  deputy  second  comptroller  of  the  United  States 
Treasury.  He  was  united  in  Marriage,  April  5,  1857, 
with  Miss  Jemina  Hubler.  They  have  reared  an  interesting 
family  consisting  of  one  daughter  and  five  sons.  General 
Williams,  for  this  was  the  rank  earned  bv  his  gallant 
service  in  the  field  and  bestowed  upon  him  by  brevet  at 
the  close  of  the  war.  enjoyed  the  fullest  confidence  of  his 
superior  officers.  His  bravery,  loyalty  and  fidelity  won 
the  affection  of  Governor  Morton,  and  no  military  com¬ 
mander  who  went  out  of  the  State  enjoyed  the  confidence 
of  the  great  war  governor  more  unreservedly.
